Eight-year-old boy's diabetes trial 'is changing his life' 

PIONEER FOR 
TREATM ENT

A PIONEERING way to manage dia¬ 
betes has changed the life of the first 
county youngster to get it on the NHS, 
his mother has said. 

Type 1 diabetes sufferer Charlie Evans has 
worn a device taped to his back that moni¬ 
tors his blood sugar level for the last year. 

If it detects the eight-year-old is getting too 
much insulin it sends a signal to another 
device that administers a drug to him to 
rectify the problem. 

And it can tell if his blood sugar is drop¬ 
ping too low, cutting the risk of life-threaten¬ 
ing hyperglycaemic episodes. 

Now he has raised £900 for a diabetes 
charity and is trying to raise awareness of the 
condition. 

Mum Angela Spiby said Charlie previous¬ 
ly needed 10 to 12 finger-prick blood tests 
and six injections every day. 

Mrs Spiby said: "It is fantastic, he can do 
anything now. 

"It has changed his life. He has more free¬ 
dom to do things. 

"I was having to go to his school a lot 
more, now I don't have to. 

Three years ago, the Orchard Field 
Community School pupil was temporarily 
paralysed down one side after a night-time 
episode. 

Now his parents can check if he needs 
insulin throughout the night as the sensor 
sends out an alarm. 

Mrs Spiby, of Fairway, Banbury, said: "He 
looked like had a stroke. It affects the same 
side of the brain as a stroke does. 

"It was the worst time of my life. He was 
trying to smile at me but couldn't." 

The 44-year-old - who also has three 
grown-up children - added: "When he was 
first diagnosed I was shocked, I thought he 
was going to die. 

"You have to get on with it. It was proba¬ 
bly two months later when everything qui¬ 
etened down that it hit me." 

The youngster raised £900 with a 5km 
sponsored walk around Drayton Manor 
Theme Park, Staffordshire, on Sunday. 

The event was for charity JDRF, which 
funds research into type 1 diabetes. 

She said: "It still has the stigma because of 
type 2, people think it is because of 
lifestyle." 

Charlie said: "It is better because I don't 
have to have injections in my leg."

Diabetes is caused by too much glucose, 
or sugar, in the blood. 

Type 1 usually occurs during childhood 
when the pancreas does not produce any 
insulin to regulate blood glucose levels. 

High glucose levels can seriously damage 
organs and the condition requires regular 
insulin injections. 

In type 2 diabetes, the body does not pro¬ 
duce enough insulin.

A TEENAGER who got a child 
pregnant and gave her a sexually 
transmitted disease has been 
jailed for 32 months. 

Nicholas Hancox admitted hav¬ 
ing unprotected sex with the 13- 
year-old girl. 

The 19-year-old met her online 
and had thought she was 17, 
Oxford Crown Court heard on 
Monday, September 24. 

But Hancox, of Bretch Hill, 
Banbury, still had sex with her 
after finding out her real age. 

The girl's mother alerted police 
when she found her daughter was 
pregnant, and tests later showed 
Hancox had given her chlamydia.

Prosecutor Allister Walker said 
the baby had been aborted. 

Sentencing Hancox, Judge Tom 
Corrie said: "There is no sign she 
did not consent to having sex with 
you, as a result of which she had to 
undergo the enduring misery and 
distress involved in a termination, 
added to which she caught a sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease from you. 

"The aggravating factors will 
continue to haunt this child almost 
certainly for the rest of her life." 

He also said: "You are 19, you 
are said to be relatively immature 


for your age and you have no skills 
which would enable you to find 
work. 

"It is said you have difficulty in 
forming and maintaining relation¬ 
ships, even within your own fami- 
ly." 

Hancox pleaded guilty to five 
charges of sexual activity with a 
child. 

He must sign the sex offenders' 
register for life and is banned from 
having contact with girls under 1 6 
unless they are family members. 

Defending, Tony McGeorge said 
Hancox was unaware he had the 
sex disease. He said: "There were 
no outward signs of it."

Sir Tony: No action over crash 


POLICE have confirmed 
that Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry will not face any 
further action after he lost 
control of his car and 
crashed into a shop, three 
other cars, and a portable 
toilet. 

The incident happened 
last month in Banbury, 
when the MP’s automatic 
Mercedes shot off when he 
bent down to pick up a 


dropped ticket. 

Despite Sir Tony trying 
to regain control, the car 
veered through the car 
park, took out a portable 
toilet, went over a small 
drop into a neighbouring 
road and then hit a wall of 
the Poundland store. 

It then hit a parked van 
and three stationary cars 
before coming to a rest 
against a concrete pillar, a 


witness said. 

No one was injured and 
Sir Tony is understood to 
have given a negative 
breath test to police. 

Breath tests are standard 
police procedure in 
crashes. 

A police spokesman 
said: “Following a review 
of the incident no further 
police action is going to be 
taken.” 


Jobs fear for workers 


WORKERS at sports retailer JJB 
Sports - founded by entrepreneur 
Dave Whelan in 1971 - have been 
left facing an uncertain future after 
bosses admitted they were looking 
to call in administrators. 

The business, which has a store 
in the Castle Centre, Banbury, 
where it employs about 16 staff, 
has been unable to find a buyer 
since being put up for sale on 
August 30. 

Stores are continuing to trade 


normally but the company's board 
has agreed to sell the business 
through an administration process, 
although no administrator has yet 
been appointed. 

In the meantime, the company's 
shares have been suspended. 

In a statement the firm said: 
"The company currently hopes to 
be in a position to announce a sale 
of the trade, assets and brands of 
the group within the next few 
days." 


■ Grants offer to revamp empty homes 


Council bid to 
ease housing 
waiti ng lists 


A SCHEME aimed at reducing 
the housing waiting list by 
bringing empty properties back 
into use has been launched. 

Cherwell District Council has set 
aside £120,000 for this financial 
year to give grants to landlords to 
spruce up their properties in 
Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington. 

In return, they must lease their 
property to tenants put forward by 
the council for a specified period 
for a capped rent, which is likely 
to be lower than privately-rented 
homes. 

Landlords will be able to apply 
for a grant to cover three-quarters 
of the work needed, up to 
£15,000, to reach the 
Government's decent homes 
standard. 

The council said over the 
lifetime of the contract the grant 
was effectively compensation for 
the lower rental income. 

Grants of £6,000 or less will 
require a two-year commitment to

the council, while grants at the top 
end will mean the council will be 
able to nominate tenants for a five- 
year period. 

The scheme is similar to work 
done in a TV documentary 
Channel 4's Great British Property 
Scandal, which brought long-term 
empty homes back into use. 

Its presenter, George Clarke, 
continues to campaign on the 
issue. 

But the scheme has come in for 
some criticism. 

Town and district councillor Les 
Sibley said: "If you take the 
average grant of £6,000, that's 20 
houses. That's not going to do a 
lot. 

"Owners are getting their 
property done up and there's 
nothing to stop them selling the 
property after the lease is up. 

"It sounds like a nice little 


earner for some people. I can think 
of better ways to spend that money 
and help people find homes." 

Cherwell said the initiative was 
one of a number of projects it had 
put in place, including its self- 
build scheme, to help reduce the 
waiting list. 

Debbie Pickford, Cherwell's 
housing chief, said: "On the one 
hand we have people who, for no 
fault of their own, are struggling to 
make ends meet. 

"On the other hand, we have 
people who own properties that 
are sitting vacant because they 
cannot afford to bring them up to a 
standard suitable to let. 

"By helping bring those homes 
back into use, we can create new 
income for the owner, house 
people who are otherwise at risk of 
being homeless, and improve the 
standard of private sector housing 
into the bargain."

■ Down's Syndrome son died after complications from swine flu 

Mum's charity run in 
memory of her son 


A MOTHER from Steeple 
Aston, whose teenage son 
died of complications from 
swine flu, will be running the 
Oxford Half Marathon in his 
memory. 

Rose Todd will be raising funds 
for two charities, including the 
hospice that cared for her son, 
Harry, in his final days. 

Harry - who had Down's 
Syndrome - died from heart 
failure at Douglas House, 

Oxford, in January after 
contracting swine flu in 2010. 

The 18-year-old had an 
underlying heart condition but a 
vaccine had yet to reach GPs for 
at-risk patients like him. 

Dr Todd said: "Harry received 
some fantastic support during the 
last few years of his life. 

"It is touching that people can 
be so very kind." 

Earlier this month a fundraising 
event was held in Harry's 
memory for the special needs 
charity KEEN, which included 
horse rides, a bouncy castle and 
rounders. 

The September 1 event at RAF 
Upper Heyford Sports Arena, 
raised about £400 for Helen & 
Douglas House hospice.

Sunday, October 14, for both 
charities. 

The swine flu alert began in 
April 2009 and vaccines became 
available in the UK later that 
year. 

But Harry had not had the jab 
when he fell ill and was rushed 
to hospital in April 2010. 

Dr Todd, 56, said: "He and I 
had flu jabs but, sadly, the way 
they distributed the vaccine, they 
didn't get it out quickly enough 
for the villages in north 
Oxfordshire. 

"I felt frustrated. Despite all 
the information you get on the 
radio and TV, they didn't seem to 
be following it through with 
actual process." 

Her youngest daughter, Flora, 
now 15, was accepted for a 
vaccine trial at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital but Harry was too old to 
fit its criteria. 

Dr Todd, a council 
conservation officer, described 
her son as "a chap who grabbed 
life with both hands. He lived life 
to the full".

New shoebox plea for 


charity's 


presents 


AN Oxfordshire campaign to 
deliver shoeboxes packed with 
Christmas gifts to 
disadvantaged children all over 
the world has been relaunched. 

The county's Samaritan's Purse 
volunteers are hoping to play their 
part in sending the charity's 100 
millionth shoebox this year, as part 
of Operation Christmas Child.

"This year is the 22nd year of 
Operation Christmas Child and the 
level of support from across the 
county is vital to the continued 
success of the project. We know we

Over the past 22 years the charity 
has delivered 94 million shoeboxes, 
containing school supplies, toys, 


and necessity items to children in 
over 100 countries. 

Shoebox gifts are collected across 
the world - but Oxfordshire makes 
a significant contribution to the 
total. 

Mr Fenton added: "Last year we 
received shoeboxes from supporters 
in a wide range of communities, 
including Banbury and Chipping 
Norton. 

"Over 9,300 gift-filled shoeboxes 
were distributed to vulnerable 
children in Belarus, Bosnia and 
Romania.

This temporal torture allows the 
characters to cleverly communicate 
with each other by scoring letters 
and symbols into their own flesh. 

Looper opens in 2044 Kansas. 

'Time travel has not been 
invented yet, but 30 years from 
now, it will have been," explains 
Joe (Joseph Gordon-Fevitt), an 
assassin or "looper", whose raison 
d'etre is to gun down hooded 
targets that have been sent back in 
time by his mob bosses, represented 
in 2044 by the sadistic Abe (Jeff 
Daniels). 

Silver bars are strapped to the 
backs of each target - payment for 
the pull of a trigger - and once Joe 
has incinerated the lifeless body, he 
stashes his spoils in a hidden floor-

space of his swanky apartment. 

Fike his fellow loopers, Joe 
knows his life expectancy is finite 
and one fateful day he will "close 
the loop" by gunning down his 
future self. 

Needless to say, it's crucial that 
loopers do not allow sentiment to 
cloud their judgment in case their 
older incarnations dodge the bullet 
and run amok in 2044, altering the 
course of the future. 

So when Joe hesitates from his 
bloody duties and allows Future Joe 
(Bruce Willis) to escape, the race 
between hunter and hunted begins 
in earnest. 

As a new present unfolds, Future 
Joe tracks down the younger 
incarnation of a shadowy figure 
called The Rainmaker, who will 
exert terrifying influence in 2074. 

Both Joes gravitate towards a 


remote farmhouse where fiercely 
protective mother Sara (Emily Blunt) 
is raising her son Cid (Pierce 
Gagnon) far from prying eyes. 

Looper reunites Johnson with 
Gordon-Fevitt, his leading man in 
Brick, who dons disconcerting 
prosthetics to match the physicality 
of Willis. 

Plot mechanics trump 
performances, so Gordon-Fevitt's 
usual intensity is muted while Willis 
plays to his strengths as an action 
man.

EVERY now and again a car comes 
along that fits you like a glove. 

Spacious, sensible, economical 
and thoroughly understated, the 
badge on the boot is almost irrele¬ 
vant. But when the badge on the 
bonnet says VW, you know you can 
relax. 

Even when the car is built thou¬ 
sands of miles away in Mexico, 
there is a reassuring Germanic solid¬ 
ity about the Jetta that is reinforced 
every time a door clunks shut. 

The location of the production 
line in Mexico's biggest car factory 
is no coincidence, as the Jetta 
continues to be Volkswagen's best¬ 
selling car in the United States, 
where drivers rate booted models 
higher in the prestige rankings than 
European motorists, who value the 
versatility of hatchbacks. 

Relaunched last year as a com¬ 
pletely new model, the boot pres¬ 
ents surprisingly few problems, for 
as well as being hugely capacious, it 
has folding rear seats and a handy 
'ski' flap that allows long items to be 
carried with ease. 

Quiet, refined and supremely 
comfortable, the medium-sized 
saloon wears the same family 'face' 
used in the new Polo, Passat and 
Sharan. 

Compared to the car it replaced, 
the new Jetta is longer, giving a tan¬ 


gible boost to rear legroom. 

The Jetta name was first used in 
Germany in 1979 for a medium¬ 
sized saloon and has continued 
without interruption in the United 
States. 

Outside the States, the Jetta name 
was replaced by Vento between 
1991 and 1998, and then Bora 
between 1998 and 2005. Since 
then, Jetta has been the universal 
name. 

While the badge is the same on 
US and European models, under the 
skin they differ considerably, with 
the European version having multi¬ 
link rear suspension, electro¬ 
mechanical steering, a more 
advanced engine line-up, an 
upgraded interior and subtle exterior 
styling changes. 

Standard safety features include 
anti-lock braking, electronic stability 
program and six airbags.

Made in Britain still matters to motorists 


CAR buyers are hailing the work of 
UK car manufacturers after a 
poll showed that 62% of cus¬ 
tomers are more likely to buy a 
vehicle if it is 'made in Britain'. 

As a result, Motorpoint, which 
polled almost 3,000 customers 
on its website, predicts that UK 
roads will be occupied by more 
British-built cars.
